Philadelpnm Oct. IO (A P ) ---The 
state Superior court declared uncon­ 
stitutional 
today 
Pennsylvania’s 
“fair sales" act, which prohibited 
retailers from advertising and sell­ 
ing merchandise below cost. 
The decision, written 
by 
Judge 
William E. Hirt, upheld the Alle­ 
gheny county court in quashing an 
indictm ent charging B P Zasloff. a 
retailer, with a misdemeaner for vio­ 
lation of the act 
"We are convinced," Judge Hirt 
wrote, "th at the act offends against 
the due process clause of the Con­ 
stitution in that its scope is not suf­ 
ficiently lim ited” 
“Tile enactm ent of proper legisla­ 
tion to insure fair trade practices," 
said Judge Hirt, 
“is 
undoubtedly 
within the police power ai the state. 
The 
legislature 
is 
prim arily 
the 
judge of necessity of the law, but 
its 
determ ination 
of 
what 
con­ 
stitutes a proper exercise of its po­ 
lice power is not final and conclu­ 
sive, but is subject to supervision 
by the court and the question in 
each case is whether tile legislature 
has adopted a statue in excess of 
reasonable discretion. 
"Except in its title, the act does 
not asset a policy to prohibit the 
practices which the Commonwealth 
contends is within its purpose 
To 
sustain it as a constitutional exer­ 
cise of police power, therefore, we 
must find that the prohibited act 
bears a true relation to the protec- j 
tion of fair trade practices in dis­ 
tribution without imposing unrea­ 
sonable 
and 
unnecessary 
restric­ 
tions. 
"We are unable to agree th a t the 
relationship in that sense exists. It 
is not difficult to imagine many in­ 
nocent transactions which do not 
come within any of the excepted 
classes of section 5. 
Sales, which 
though below cost, neither 
affect 
com petition 
or 
otherwise 
offend 
against public interest. 
"The act in its operation In prac­ 
tice certainly would develop many 
harm less 
transactions under 
cir­ 
cum stances which cannot now be 
forseen.

State Adds Drug 
To Free Serum to 
Fight Pneumonia 


Harrisburg, Oct. IO (AP) — The 
state wUJ supplement its free pneu­ 
monia serum this year with a new 
drug — sulfapyridine. 
Dr. J Moore Campbell, director of 
the bureau of health conservation, 
said the new drug was used “spar­ 
ingly’’ last year but with such good 
results th a t it will be made avail­ 
able this year at 130 hospitals and 
clinics in Pennsylvania 
He said results from free distri­ 
bution of pneumonia an ti-toxin in 
approximately 1.000 eases last year 
were “very encouraging.’’ 
‘‘We’re really opening up’’ with the 
new drug this year, Doctor Cam p­ 
bell said, adding th a t the pneumonia 
season is expected in about a m onth 
and th a t the departm ent is getting 
ready for it. 
Serum and sulfapyridine tablets 
will be available to those patients on 
whom the illness imposes a financial 
burden th /y cannot meet, Doctor 
Campbell said. A certificate of need 
must be signed by the family physi­ 
cian. 
Health departm ent officials de­ 
scribed sulfapyridine and sulfanili- 
mide as two new drugs developed in 
recent years in com batting pneu­ 
monia 
A third was described last week 
before 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Medical 
society in Pittsburgh but the Mellon 
institute is conducting final tests 
before releasing it to the medical 
profession generally.

Moscow, Oct. IO (AP*.—Reports 
of a concentration of Russian naval 
power in the Gulf of Finland em­ 
phasized today the vigor of Soviet 
Russia’s drive to regain the domi­ 
nant position in the Baltic sea she 
held before the World war. 
Dispatches from Kronstadt, the 
big naval base near Leningrad, said 
that a “whole arm ada of battle­ 
ships” was massed there and that 
naval and military activity was un­ 
ceasing.

A Fin­ 
nish mission was in route to Moscow

Soviet Russia continued to be the 
center of European diplomatic ac­ 
tivity with four-cornered negotia­ 
tions under way or about to be 
started.
